Night  schools  of  citizenship  were 
organized  in  11  places  in  Alaska  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  school  year.  Instruction 
Avas  given  in  the  common  school 
luanclies,  Avith  especial  emphasis  on 
United  States  history,  civics,  .and  Eng¬ 
lish.  The  total  enrollment  in  these 
schools  Avas  408,  including  25  women. 
Schools  Avere  in  session  from  tAvo  to 
four  nights  per  Aveek  for  periods 
ranging  from  two  to  six  months  in 
length.  Fifteen  instructors  Avere  em¬ 
ployed,  of  Avhora  six  Avere  men  and 
nine  Avere  Avomen.  TAventy-nine  na¬ 
tionalities  Avere  represented  in  the 
enrollment,  as  folloAvs: 

Alaska  native  22,  American  48, 
Austrian  12,  Belgian  3,  Bohemian  1, 
British  20,  Bulgarian  7,  Croatian  2, 
Danish  5,  Finnish  27,  French  4,  Gei'- 
ni.an  11,  Italian  22,  Japanese  13,  Lith¬ 
uanian  2,  Alexican  5,  Alontenegriu  20, 
Xorwegiiin  52,  Polish  6,  Rumanian  2, 
RussLan  29,  Serbian  20,  Spanish  6, 
Swedish  32,  Greek  31,  Holland  1,  Hun¬ 
garian  1,  SavIss  3,  Syrian  1. 

Out  of  the  408  students  enrolled, 
76  are  citizens  of  the  United  States, 
11  have  taken  out  their  first  citizen¬ 
ship  papers,  and  the  remaining  261 
are  aliens. 

Inegulav  attendance  due  to  the  ma¬ 
ture  of  the  employment  of  many  stu¬ 
dents  made  the  Avork  of  some  schools 
difficult  from  the  instructor’s  stand¬ 
point,  but  the  majority  of  the  schools 
reported  splendid  interest  in  the  part 
of  students  in  spite  of  the  handicaps 
under  which  many  Avore  forced  to 
AVork.
